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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  total  budget  for  1954,  as  estimated  by  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments,  and  submitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $117,- 
920.10.  This  figure  would  represent  an  increase  of 
$12,180.61  over  last  year’s  budget  of  $105,739.49, 
which  would  mean  an  approximate  increase  in  the  tax 
rate  of  $12.00  if  the  Town’s  income  from  sources  other 
than  taxation  remained  the  same  as  last  year. 

We  studied  and  discussed  each  and  every  item  on 
the  budget,  in  an  effort  to  cut  as  much  as  we  possibly 
could.  We  found  several  accounts  that  we  feel  could 
get  along  on  lower  budget  than  that  submitted  to  us. 

The  total  of  the  budget  recommended  by  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  to  the  townspeople  is  $111,321.10,  an 
increase  over  last  year’s  budget  of  $5,581.61,  and  a cut 
of  $6,599.00  from  the  estimates  of  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

The  largest  share  of  this  increase  is  in  the  School 
Budget.  We  went  over  the  entire  School  Budget  with 
a School  Committee  member  and  found  nothing  that  we 
felt  could  be  eliminated.  Most  of  this  increase  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  a new  teacher  will  be  needed  in  Septem- 
ber, and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  stu- 
dents. 

Although  the  budget  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee  would  indicate  an  increase  of  $5.50  in  the 
tax  rate,  and  there  is  an  unfavorable  balance  on  this 
year’s  “Cherry  Sheet”  as  compared  to  last  year’s,  the 
estimated  receipts  collected  in  1953  should  nearly  off- 
set both  these  items.  Therefore,  we  feel  that  if  the 
budget  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  is  fol- 
lowed by  the  townspeople  the  tax  rate  can  be  held  to 
approximately  $58.00. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  town  officials  for  their  co- 
operation in  submitting  their  reports  to  us  and  in  mak- 
ing all  their  figures  and  records  available  to  us.  They 
were  all  very  cooperative  and  helpful.

ARTICLE  1. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2 — To  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Of- 
ficers, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  3 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library, 
including  the  Dog  Fund,  Library  Basement,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  4 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and-  appropriate  $425.20  to  be  expended  in  the  sup- 
pressing of  the  gypsy  or  brown  tail  months;  also, 
$212.60  for  Dutch  Elm  disease  control,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  5 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  ceme- 
teries and  for  the  care  of  soldiers’  and  sailors’  graves, 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  6 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  for 
the  current  financial  year,  and  to  issue  a note,  or  notes, 
therefor  in  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  Chapter

Ground  Commissioners,  and  Constables,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  sums  of  money  for  same,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  sums  of  money  for  the  following  ex- 
pense accounts,  namely:  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Assessors,  Auditor,  Town  Hall,  My- 
ricks  School,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  11 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  purchase  an  add- 
ing machine  for  the  Town  Treasurer,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  12 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  sums  of  money  for  Public  Welfare, 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Dis- 
ability Assistance,  Department  of  Veterans’  Services, 
Board  of  Health,  and  Administration  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  13 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  4- A of  Chapter  41,  to  author- 
ize certain  Town  Boards  to  appoint  one  or  more  mem- 
bers to  other  positions  and  fix  the  salary  for  same,  or 
act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  14- — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $324.25  for  the  Pension 
Fund,  the  Special  Fund  for  Military  Credit,  and  the  Ex- 
pense Fund  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1954  as  certified  to  by 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  15 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise

Berkley  and  Dighton  Bridge  Expense  Account,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  17 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  to  the  Reserve  Ac- 
count, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  18 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  compensation  in- 
surance for  Town  Employees,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  19 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  School  Depart- 
ment, or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  20 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  furnishing  a classroom  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  and  determine 
whether  the  money  shall  be  provided  for  by  taxation, 
by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury, 
or  by  transfer  from  any  balance  remaining  in  an  appro- 
priation voted  by  the  town  for  any  similar  purposes,  or 
act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  21 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  street  lights,  or  act 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  22 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  Snow  Removal, 
Sanding,  and  snow  fence,  or  act  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  23 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  unpaid  bills  of 
1953,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  24 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for  a Dental  Clinic,  or 
act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  25 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Selectmen  to  contract  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  of  Bris- 
tol County  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
public  highways  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  26 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  nom- 
inate a committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  es- 
tablishing a planning  board  as  set  forth  by  Chapter  41, 
Section  81 A of  the  General  Laws.  Said  committee  to 
consist  of  the  present  members  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee and  must  make  their  report  to  the  Town  within  nine 
months  of  date,  or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  27 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  Article  1,  Sections  2 and  3 of  the  Town  By-Laws 
as  follows:  Section  2,  change  the  words  “second  Mon- 

day” to  read  “third  Monday”  so  that  it  will  read  as  fol- 
lows: “There  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  third 
Monday  in  March,  etc.”  Section  3,  change  the  words 
“first  Monday”  to  read  “second  Monday”  so  that  it  will 
read  as  follows:  “The  annual  Business  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  March,  Etc.,” 
or  act  thereon. 

ARTICLE  28 — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ac- 
cept the  following  by-law  to  be  known  as  Article  11, 
Section  1 : 

No  person  shall  remove  any  soil,  loam,  sand  or 
gravel  from  any  land  not  in  public  use  without  written 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  except  incident- 
ally to  the  construction  or  alteration  of  buildings  there- 
on, or  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  said  land 
by  planting,  landscaping,  or  grading.  The  Board  may 
include  in  the  permit  such  reasonable  conditions  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  neighbor- 
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hood,  including  conditions  as  to  distance  from  high- 
ways where  removal  operations  shall  be  allowed,  the 
method  of  removal,  the  re-establishment  of  ground 
levels  and  grades,  and  the  planting  of  the  area  to  suit- 
able cover.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  Fifty  Dollars  for 
the  first  offense;  One  Hundred  Dollars  for  second  of- 
fense; and  Two  Hundred  Dollars  for  each  subsequent 
offense,  or  act  thereon. 


SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  town  is  in  good 
financial  condition.  The  present  outstanding  debts  be- 
ing the  School  Heating  System  and  Fire  Station  notes. 
The  1954  Welfare  budget  calls  for  an  increase  in  t)he 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  and  Disability  Assistance 
accounts.  There  will  be  a decrease  in  the  Old  Age  As- 
sistance account,  the  Temporary  Aid  and  Veterans’ 
Service  accounts  will  remain  the  same. 

The  town  made  the  following  major  improvements 
during  1953 : Established  an  Assessors’  Office  and  Stor- 
age room  in  the  School  basement,  constructed  a Fire 
Station  (the  grounds  to  be  graded  when  weather  per- 
mits), and  awarded  the  contract  for  a new  Fire  truck. 
For  1954  we  recommend  the  construction  of  a class 
room  in  the  school  basement,  the  continuance  of  the 
Well  program,  and  the  installation  of  additional  street 
lights. 

We  feel  that  it  is  important  that  the  town  estab- 
lish a Planning  Board  and  have  inserted  an  article  in 
the  warrant  to  that  effect.  We  are  again  placing  an 
article  in  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  town  will  approve  a 
By-Law  for  controlling  earth  removal,  for  we  feel  that 
the  adoption  of  this  By-Law  by  the  town  is  essential. 
We  also  propose  a change  in  Article  1,  sections  2 and  3 
of  the  By-Laws,  the  purpose  being  to  hold  the  annual 
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business  meeting  and  election  a week  later  than  at  pres- 
ent so  to  allow  the  town  officials  more  time  in  preparing 
their  annual  reports  and  recommendations  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  possibility  of  making  Jerome  St.  a dead  end 
at  the  New  Highway  was  brought  to  our  attention  and 
we  opposed  the  measure  strongly.  We  have  asked  that 
a new  bridge  be  constructed  over  the  Expressway  con- 
necting Jerome  and  Plain  streets,  and  because  of  the 
cost  have  been  refused.  The  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  has  authorized  his  engineers  to  study  the  mat- 
ter and  propose  some  solution  to  permit  access  to  that 
area  of  the  town  which  would  be  effected.  Senator 
Parker  has  been  very  cooperative  in  assisting  us  in  this 
matter. 

We  thank  all  the  Town  Officials  and  others  for 
their  excellent  cooperation  in  conducting  the  Town’s 
business  for  the  year.

SOCIAL  WORKER’S  REPORT 

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Town,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1953 
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is  herewith  submitted.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Department  have  included  the  admini- 
stration of  the  following  programs: 

Old  Age  Assistance 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
Disability  Assistance 
General  Relief 

Old  Age  Assistance 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  is  required  to  take  a 
lien  on  real  estate  owned  by  an  applicant  or  recipient 
as  a condition  of  granting  Old  Age  Assistance.  The 
Board  is  also  required  to  enforce  any  lien  upon  the 
death  of  a recipient,  or  his  otherwise  ceasing  to  receive 
Old  Age  Assistance. 

During  the  year,  1953,  an  amount  of  $4,256.19  was 
received  by  the  Town,  as  repayment  of  assistance 
granted. 

The  case  load  at  the  end  of  1953,  was  37  cases. 
The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  assistance  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1953,  were  as  follows:

Because  of  the  constant  proposed  legislation  to  lib- 
eralize Old  Age  Assistance  laws,  it  is  difficult  to  predict 
whether  or  not  the  costs  in  this  category  will  rise  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 


At  a Special  Town  Meeting  which  was  held  during 
the  year,  an  additional  amount  of  $850.00  was  re- 
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quested  and  appropriated  for  the  category  of  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children.  The  increased  cost  was  due  to 
the  greater  number  of  cases,  and  excessive  medical  ex- 
penses. 


There  are  11  cases,  representing  35  eligible  per- 
sons, who  are  receiving  assistance  in  this  category. 

The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  1953, 
for  assistance,  were  as  follows :

A proposed  plan  for  intensified  services  to  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  clients  during  the  coming  year, 
may  result  in  a substantial  rise  in  costs. 


Disability  Assistance 

Our  case  load  under  this  program  of  Disability  As- 
sistance remains  the  same  as  last  year,  namely,  two 
cases.  However,  because  of  extensive  medical  care  and 
supplies,  the  expenditures  have  increased  considerably. 

In  July  of  this  year,  we  requested  the  District  Of- 
fice of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  permis- 
sion, and  it  was  granted,  to  transfer  the  amount  of  $1,- 
500.00  from  our  Old  Age  Assistance  Federal  Cash 
Grant  Account  to  the  Disability  Assistance  Federal 
Cash  Grant  Account,  in  order  that  necessary  grants  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  could  be  taken  care  of.  This 
transfer  was  highly  desirable  as  an  emergency  existed, 
whereby  there  were  insufficient  monies  left  in  this  ac- 
count to  meet  our  payrolls. 

The  expenditures  and  receipts  for  Disability  As- 
sistance for  the  year  1953,  were  as  follows:

These  cases  have  settlements  in  another  city,  there- 
fore there  is  no  liability  to  the  Town  for  assistance 
granted.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 

To  : The  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Berkley, 

Gentlemen : 

As  your  chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  of  1953 : 

During  the  year  of  1953  there  was  a total  of  32 
grass  and  brush  fires,  7 house  fires  (including  chimney 
fire)  and  2 auto  fires.  No  great  amount  of  damage  was 
caused  from  the  brush  and  grass  fires,  as  they  were  dis- 
covered in  time  to  keep  them  under  control. 

During  the  month  of  April  the  Fire  extinguishers 
were  inspected  at  the  Berkley  School  and  also  during 
the  month  of  April  the  Berkley  Common  was  burned 
over. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  resi- 
dents of  the  town  for  their  prompt  action  and  fine  co- 
operation  with  the  Fire  Department. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Deputy 
Fire  Wardens,  Police  Department,  and  all  others  who 
have  cooperated  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  of- 
fice.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  COMMITTEE 

At  the  town  meeting  last  year,  it  was  voted  to  nom- 
inate a committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  en- 
larging and  modernizing  the  Fire  Department  and  Fire 
equipment  of  Berkley.  The  committee,  consisting  of 
the  town  treasurer,  fire  chief,  two  finance  committee 
members,  two  selectmen,  and  one  member  at  large,  met 
shortly  afterwards,  and  at  the  organization  meeting 
elected  Richard  Perry  as  chairman  and  William  Hogan 
as  clerk  of  the  committee. 

We  held  weekly  meetings  and  visited  practically 
every  surrounding  town  to  look  at  the  trucks  and  fire 
stations  and  interviewed  the  chiefs  and  fire  fighters  of 
these  towns,  to  help  us  decide  what  would  be  best  for 
the  Town  of  Berkley. 

We  submitted  our  report  to  the  townspeople  at  a 
special  town  meeting  on  June  29  and  the  voters  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $21,000  for  the  construction  of  a fire 
station  and  purchase  of  a new  fire  truck.  This  money 
was  raised  by  transferring  $11,000.00  from  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  Account  and  by  borrowing  $10,000.00 
on  a ten-year  loan. 

The  same  committee  was  nominated  to  carry  this 
plan  through. 

On  July  8,  1958,  after  interviewing  several  archi- 
tects, Carlton  Manter  of  Taunton  was  engaged  to  draw 
up  plans  for  the  new  fire  station. 

We  considered  Berkley  Common  as  a site  for  the 
station,  and  sent  a letter  to  the  State  House  in  Boston 
to  find  out  if  we  would  be  within  our  legal  rights  to  do 
so.  The  answer,  from  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation,  informed  us  that  it  would  require  a spe- 
cial act  of  the  legislature  to  enable  us  to  use  the  Com- 
mon for  this  purpose.  As  this  would  take  at  least  six 
months  and  possibly  a year,  we  viewed  several  poten- 
tial sites  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Common. 

We  picked  a lot  on  North  Main  Street  as  the  best 
site  and  were  fortunate  enough  to  purchase  a lot  140  ft. 
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x 100  ft.  at  a very  reasonable  price  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Norman  Golpitts. 

The  lot  was  surveyed  by  Frederick  L.  Tripp  of 
Taunton,  who  was  kind  enough  to  donate  his  services 
to  help  along  this  forward  step  taken  by  the  Town  of 
Berkley. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  fire  station 
were  completed  in  September,  after  a great  deal  of  dis- 
cussion, and  we  advertised  for  bids  in  the  Taunton,  Fall 
River,  and  New  Bedford  papers. 

The  following  bids  were  received  : 


Sullivan  & Foster  of  New  Bedford  was  low  bidder 
at  $12,311.00.  By  making  some  changes  in  the  plans 
and  taking  the  low  bidders  on  the  sub-contracts,  we  cut 
this  price  to  $11,237.00,  but  we  still  did  not  have 
enough  money  to  award  the  contract. 

At  a special  town  meeting  on  October  13,  1953  an 
additional  $3,500.00  was  transfered  to  the  Fire  Station 
Account  and  we  then  awarded  the  contract  to  the  low 
bidder.

We  have  assisted  the  Registry  on  Periodic  check- 
ups and  have  patrolled  the  Town  on  the  Holidays.  Dur- 
ing Dog  Racing  period,  Police  Officers  directed  traffic 
for  a period  of  106  days.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 

I respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for 
1953: 

This  past  year  considerable  work  has  been  done  on 
the  Berkley  highways.  Over  one-half  mile  of  Myricks 
Street  was  resurfaced  with  three  inches  of  asphalt,  and 
approximately  sixteen  miles  of  road  were  re-surfaced 
with  oil.  On  Bay  View  Avenue  a ledge  was  removed 
and  the  road  straightened.  This  project  is  unfinished 
and  will  be  completed  in  1954.  Five  miles  of  roadsides 
were  cleaned  up  and  the  brush  cut.  A large  percent- 
age of  the  appropriations  were  spent  on  materials, 
which  considerably  lessened  the  amount  spent  for  labor. 
Because  of  the  cost  of  the  foregoing  projects,  more 
work  on  the  roadsides  could  not  be  done  this  year. 

A few  complaints  were  received  relative  to  hiring 
outside  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  spreading  sand  in 
the  winter  months.  This  was  done  because  power 
spreading  can  be  done  much  faster  than  by  the  old 
method  of  hand  spreading.  When  it  was  impossible  to 
hire  this  equipment,  what  local  equipment  that  was 
available  was  used.  Hiring  this  outside  equipment,  be- 
cause of  the  lessened  man  hours,  resulted  in  a financial 
saving  to  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

to  the 

TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 

During  the  year  1953  the  Library  Committee  has 
been  able  to  add  somewhat  to  the  reference  library.  In 
buying  books,  we  try  first  to  acquire  those  which  will 
be  most  helpful  and  interesting  to  the  students  in  the 
elementary  and  high  school.  We  are  enabled  to  pur- 
chase a fair  number  of  these  as  many  of  the  lighter  and 
currently  popular  books  can  be  borrowed  from  the 
Bookmobile. 

An  analysis  of  the  1953  expenditures  shows  that 
approximately  20  % of  the  appropriation  was  spent  for 
books  as  against  11%  in  1952.  The  increased  amount 
available  for  books  was  due  to  the  larger  appropria- 
tion. The  expenditures  for  administration  and  main- 
tenance remain  more  or  less  the  same  from  year  to  year 
unless  some  unexpected  or  extensive  repair  work  to  the 
building  is  necessary.  This  year  some  repairs  to  the 
roof  and  to  the  outside  stairway  were  necessary. 

The  Soldiers’  Monument  Association  has  placed  a 
placque  in  the  recreation  hall  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  room  was  finished  and  given  to  the  people 
of  the  town  in  memory  of  soldiers  of  early  wars. 

With  the  funds  available  your  committee  was  able 
to  have  the  floor  refinished,  to  begin  repair  of  chairs 
and  tables  and  to  install  a new  chemical  toilet. 

To  make  the  facilities  of  the  Memorial  Hall  more 
appealing  to  the  townspeople  at  large,  a considerable 
amount  of  money  should  be  made  available  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

There  is  no  water  supply  for  the  building,  there- 
fore no  cooking  or  dishwashing  can  be  done.  This 
limits  the  kind  of  entertainments  for  which  the  hall  is 
suitable.  It  also  makes  difficult  the  toilet  facilities. 
The  heating  system  is  of  such  a type  and  so  situated 
that  all  ashes  must  be  carried  out  through  the  hall  with 
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the  result  that  there  is  a great  deal  of  dust  and  tracking* 
through  the  room.  Until  this  situation  is  remedied  in 
some  way  it  will  be  difficult  to  keep  the  hall  really  clean 
and  attractive.  Also  any  red ee oration  that  is  done — 
and  it  is  necessary — cannot  be  too  enduring.  More 
modern  lighting  would  add  to  the  appearance  of  the 
room. 

We  realize  that  to  accomplish  all  of  this  would  en- 
tail the  expenditure  of  a great  deal  of  money.  However, 
an  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  the  Memorial  Hall 
would  enable  the  committee  to  begin  a long  range  plan 
to  put  into  effect  some  of  these  needed  improvements.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  the  committee  continued  ex- 
ploratory work  relative  to  obtaining  a greater  source 
of  water  for  use  in  the  Berkley  School. 

Permission  was  obtained  from  two  adjacent  prop- 
erty owners  to  conduct  tests  only  for  a water  supply. 
One  area  was  tested  by  the  committee  but  the  quantity 
of  water  obtained  was  insufficient. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  on  Nov.  30,  1953, 
the  committee  reported,  and  requested  funds  for  test 
borings  and  construction  of  a well. 

R.  E.  Chapman  Co.,  Oakdale,  Mass.,  a reputable 
contractor  for  well  water  was  obtained  and  test  borings 
were  made  on  the  school  grounds  and  the  Common.  A 
good  water  bearing  area  was  located  on  the  Common 
near  the  junction  of  Locust  and  Porter  streets. 

Samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Health  and  if  found  satis- 
factory a permanent  well  will  be  constructed  in  this 
area. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  that 
water  should  be  supplied  to  the  Public  Library  and  the 
Fire  Station,  as  there  would  be  more  than  an  ample  sup- 
ply for  school  requirements.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  1 have  made  an  audit  of  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from 
September  20,  1951,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to 
October  17,  1953,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined 
and  reconciled  with  the  records  of  the  treasurer  and  the 
accounting  officer. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed  for  the  period 
from  September  20  to  December  31,  1951  and  compiled 
for  the  year  1952  and  the  period  from  January  1 to 
October  17,  1953.  The  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer’s  books  while  the  payments  were  compared 
with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings  and 
the  recorded  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  veri- 
fied by  comparison  with  the  records  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee. 

A balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  October  17,  1953. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
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checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The 
cash  book  additions  were  verified,  and  the  cash  bal- 
ance on  October  17,  1953  was  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in- 
terest were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and 
the  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  these  funds  were  personally  examined 
and  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held 
by  the  town  were  examined.  The  amounts  transferred 
from  the  tax  levies  were  compared  with  the  collector’s 
records,  the  redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions 
on  hand  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  records  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  proceedings  be  started  by 
the  town  treasurer  to  foreclose  the  right  of  redemption 
on  all  tax  titles  held  over  two  years,  as  required  by  law. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  tax,  excise,  and  as- 
sessment accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previ- 
ous examination  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were 
audited  and  compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants  is- 
sued for  their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer were  verified,  the  abatements  were  checked  with 
the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the 
amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 
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Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and 
from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  were  ex- 
amined. The  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  licenses  issued, 
and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  State 
were  verified. 


The  surety  bonds  of  the  departmental  officials  re- 
quired to  file  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  col- 
lections by  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  the  police  and  school  departments,  as 
well  as  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was 
collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked, 
and  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer’s cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment, 
tax  title,  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with 
tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds. 


While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation 
was  received  from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  ex- 
press appreciation.

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TOWN  OF  BERKLEY,  MASSACHUSETTS 
BY-LAWS 

(as  revised  to  Feb.  1,  1954) 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  Every  Town  Meeting  shall  be  called  by 
a warrant  directed  to  a constable,  or  other  duly  ap- 
pointed person,  by  posting  attested  copies  of  the  said 
warrant  in  not  less  than  three  public  places  in  the 
Town,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  said 
meeting. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the 
second  Monday  in  March,  a Moderator  for  one  year, 
one  Selectman  for  three  years,  a Treasurer  for  one  year, 
one  Assessor  for  three  years,  a Highway  Surveyor  for 
one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  an  Auditor  for  one  year,  one  Trustee  of  the 
Library  for  three  years,  one  Burial  Ground  Commis- 
sioner for  three  years,  and  a Tree  Warden  for  one  year, 
seven  Constables  for  one  year;  and  every  three  years, 
at  such  annual  election,  a Town  Clerk  to  serve  for  three 
years.  In  the  year  1947  and  in  every  third  year  there- 
after, there  shall  be  elected  at  such  annual  election,  a 
Collector  of  Taxes  to  serve  for  three  years.  For  such 
purposes  the  polls  shall  be  open  from  twelve  o’clock 
noon  to  eight  o’clock  P.  M. 

Section  3.  The  annual  Business  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  at  seven- 
thirty  o’clock  P.  M. 

Section  4.  Every  article  intended  for  insertion  in 
the  warrant  for  annual  or  special  Business  Town  Meet- 
ings must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen,  in 
accordance  with  law,  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting  and  not  less  than  two  weeks  be- 
fore a special  Town  Meeting.  Each  of  the  Articles,  un- 
less inserted  by  the  Selectmen  shall  be  signed  person- 
ally by  not  less  than  ten  registered  voters. 

Section  5.  The  constable  or  other  person  duly  ap- 
pointed to  serve  the  warrant  for  a Town  Meeting  shall, 
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immediately  after  making  the  service  thereof,  deliver 
to  the  Town  Clerk  the  original  warrant,  with  his  return 
endorsed  thereon  stating  fully  the  manner  in  which  he 
served  the  same. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Procedure  at  Town  Meetings. 

Section  1.  Each  annual  or  special  business  Town 
Meeting  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator 
promptly  at  the  appointed  hour.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator  such  meeting  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  shall  preside  until  a temporary  Mod- 
erator is  chosen  to  act  during  the  absence  of  the  Mod- 
erator. 


Section  2.  Immediately  after  calling  of  the  meet- 
ing to  order  by  the  Moderator  the  warrant  for  the  Town 
Meeting  and  the  return  by  the  person  who  served  the 
same  shall  first  be  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  unless  the 
meeting  votes  that  the  reading  of  the  articles  in  the 
warrant  be  omitted. 

Section  3.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  law  or 
by-law,  all  motions  shall  require  only  a majority  vote. 
Every  article  in  the  warrant  shall  be  taken  up  in  its  or- 
der upon  the  warrant  unless  otherwise  voted  by  the 
meeting,  and  no  motion  or  resolution,  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  which  is  not  set  forth  in  some  article  in  the  war- 
rant, shall  be  entertained  excepting  only  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  sense  of  the  meeting;  but  no  such 
motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  if  ten  voters 
object  thereto. 

Section  4.  The  vote  on  any  motion,  provided  the 
meeting  so  orders,  shall  be  taken  by  a “Yes”  and  “No” 
ballot  with  the  use  of  the  check  list. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Conveyances  of  Town  Property. 

Section  1.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  have  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Town  Seal. 
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Section  2.  All  conveyances  under  seal,  which  may 
hereafter  be  executed  by  the  Town,  pursuant  to  a vote 
of  the  Town  or  otherwise,  shall  be  sealed  with  such  seal 
and  subscribed  by  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 


Section  3.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  a true  copy 
(in  a book  kept  for  such  purposes  alone)  of  all  deeds 
or  other  instruments  executed  by  the  Selectmen  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk 
to  see  that  every  conveyance  to  the  Town  of  any  inter- 
est in  land  is  properly  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds. 

ARTICE  IV. 

Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint 
annually  such  officers  as  they  deem  necessary,  each  to 
serve  for  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized 
to  accept  gifts  or  grants  of  money  for  the  improvement 
or  maintenance  of  a town  department. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  shall  be 
comprised  of  the  duly  elected  and  qualified  members  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Committee,  called  the 
Finance  Committee,  which  shall  consider  any  and  all 
municipal  questions  for  the  purpose  of  making  reports 
or  recommendations  thereon  to  the  voters  of  the  Town. 
Such  committee  shall  consist  of  seven  voters  Who  shall 
serve  without  pay  (none  of  whom  during  their  service 
on  such  committee  shall  hold  any  regular,  elective,  or 
appointive  town  office,  having  to  do  with  the  expendi- 
ture of  town  money) . 
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Such  committee  shall  be  chosen  by  an  appointing 
committee  consisting  of  the  Moderator,  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Chairman  of  the  last 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  inform  themselves  concerning  those  af- 
fairs and  interests  of  the  Town,  the  subject-matter  of 
which  is  included  in  the  warrant  for  its  town  meetings, 
and  the  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  and  depart- 
ments not  under  their  supervision,  and  all  other  town 
officers  be  required  to  furnish  to  said  committee,  in 
writing,  not  later  than  January  15  of  each  year,  in  as 
much  detail  as  possible,  their  report  of  the  previous 
year  with  their  estimates  and  recommendations  of  the 
amounts  necessary  to  be  appropriated  for  the  support 
of  their  several  departments  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
Finance  Committee  shall  then  investigate  the  estimates 
and  recommendations  so  presented  and  give  opportun- 
ity to  said  various  boards  and  officers  to  be  heard  and 
explain  such  estimates  and  recommendations. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  shall  at  each  Town 
Meeting  present  and  explain  such  budget  with  its  ad- 
vice and  recommendations;  at  each  special  Town  Meet- 
ing give  its  advice  and  recommendations  with  refer- 
ences to  any  appropriation  of  the  town  funds  or  other 
municipal  matter  coming  before  such  special  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Care  of  Burial  Grounds  and  Lots. 

Section  1.  The  Town  will  accept  and  forever  hold 
in  trust  any  money  or  securities  which  may  hereafter  be 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  perpetual 
care,  preservation,  improvement  or  embellishment  of 
any  public  or  private  place,  or  any  lots  or  graves  there- 
in, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  The  Town  Treasurer  is  authorized  to 
enter  into  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  Town  with  the 
holders  of  burial  rights  in  any  lot  in  the  cemeteries  of 
the  Town  to  keep  forever  such  lot  and  the  structures 
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and  grass  thereon,  in  good  and  neat  condition,  so  far  as 
the  same  can  be  done  by  an  expenditure  not  exceeding 
the  income  from  any  sum  of  money  or  not  exceeding 
the  income  from  any  securities,  which  such  holder  may 
have  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  for  such  pur- 
pose. 

Section  3.  Money  and  securities  received  under 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  not  be 
mingled  with  other  money  or  securities  of  the  Town, 
but  shall  be  kept  and  invested  separately  as  a cemetery 
fund  and  unless  otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  the 
terms  of  the  gift,  the  income  only  shall  be  used. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Use  of  Street,  Sidewalks,  and  Public  Places 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  deface,  injure  or  de- 
stroy any  tree,  fence,  sign,  guide-post,  or  electric  light, 
telegraph  or  telephone  pole  in  any  street  or  public  way 
in  this  town. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  accost  or  address  an- 
other person  with  profane,  obscene,  indecent  or  insult- 
ing language,  on  any  street  or  public  place,  or  in  any 
public  building,  and  no  person  shall  be  rude,  boisterous, 
indecent,  or  disorderly  on  any  street,  or  in  any  public 
place  or  building,  annoy  or  disturb  any  person  peace- 
ably thereon  or  therein. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  habitually  or  other- 
wise gather  or  congregate  or  loaf  about,  on  any  street 
or  public  place,  after  being  directed  by  a police  officer 
to  cease  such  gathering  or  loafing. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  coast  or  skate  on  any 
street  or  public  place  except  such  as  are  designated  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  wilfully  permit  any 
horse  or  other  grazing  animal  to  pasture,  graze  or  go  at 
large  on  any  street  or  public  place. 

Section  6.  No  person,  without  lawful  authority 
to  do  so,  shall  throw,  sweep,  place  or  drop  and  suffer 
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to  remain  on  any  street  or  public  place  any  ashes,  earth, 
garbage,  rubbish,  litter,  or  manure  or  any  noxious  or 
refuse  liquid  or  solid  substance,  or  any  glass,  nails, 
tacks,  scrap  iron  or  similar  articles. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Prosecutions  and  Penalties. 

Section  1.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  prosecutions  for  offenses  under  the  by-laws  of  the 
Town  may  be  made  by  any  constable  or  police  officer 
of  the  Town. 

Section  2.  Whoever  violates  any  by-law  of  the 
Town  whereby  any  act  or  thing  is  enjoined,  required  or 
prohibited,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a fine 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  unless  some  other  penalty 
is  expressly  provided  by  law,  or  by  some  by-law  to  the 
Town. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Amendments. 

Section  1.  Any  by-law  of  the  Town  may  be 
amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  Town  Meeting  provided  the  proposed  amend- 
ment is  included  in  the  warrant  of  the  meeting.

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses 
are  unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast 
over  Radio  Station  WSAR.  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio 
Station  WPEP,  Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their 
own  good  judgment  about  sending  their  children  to 
school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in  ses- 
sion does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  ad- 
visable. 

T ransportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided 
for  pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school 
attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus 
stop.

From  time  to  time  it  is  neces- 
sary to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living  un- 
der the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to 
capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year 
will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six 
years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or 
before  the  following  January  first.  There  will  be  no 
exception  to  this  ruling.  Registration  must  be  during 
the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in  September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  Berkley.  The  report  of 
the  School  Committee  is  incorporated  herein.  The  re- 
ports of  the  Music  Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse 
cover  further  details  of  the  schooTs  functioning  and  are 
strongly  recommended  for  your  perusal.  A detailed  dis- 
cussion of  all  phases  of  the  activities  of  the  School  De- 
patment  is  covered  over  a period  of  years.  However, 
in  any  one  report  only  the  most  timely  and  pertinent  are 
given  major  emphasis.  The  information  set  forth  from 
year  to  year  gives  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  a work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  ways  in  which  their  money  is 
spent,  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment, the  general  philosophy  that  we  attempt  to  carry 
out,  our  present  problems  as  well  as  those  of  the  future, 
and  the  statistical  information  that  is  valuable  as  a 
record. 

Financial 

The  school  budget  as  being  submitted  for  1954  in 
the  amount  of  $50,458.05  is  $4,015.35  more  than  that  of 
1953.  However,  additional  income  from  various  sources 
other  than  the  tax  levy  reduces  this  increase  to  a net 
of  $1,827.68.  The  net  cost  of  the  operation  of  the 
School  Department  for  1954  will  be  $26,658.72.  All 
of  this  increase  is  reflected  in  teachers’  salaries,  trans- 
portation, and  tuition.  The  maximum  salary  for  a 
teacher  at  the  present  time  is  $3,000.00. 

Personnel 

In  1952  two  thirds  of  our  teaching  staff  left  for 
various  reasons.  In  1953  we  lost  one  half  of  the  teach- 
ers. At  the  present  time  we  have  a very  good  faculty 
and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  retain  them,  espe- 
cially because  of  the  great  difficulty  in  securing  replace- 
ments. A continual  change  of  teachers  is  a situation 
that  most  communities  endeavor  to  remedy.  The  exist- 
ence of  wholesome  attitudes  on  the  part  of  parents 
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and  the  maintenance  of  harmony  within  the  school  are 
most  important.  At  all  times,  however,  we  must  bear 
in  mind  that  our  first  responsibility  is  to  endeavor  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  even  though 
such  action  may  occasionally  inconvenience  the  teacher 
or  the  parents. 

Mrs.  Yvonne  McBreen  of  Taunton  was  elected  as 
teacher  of  grade  one  to  replace  Mrs.  Catherine  Murphy 
who  accepted  a position  in  Swansea.  Mr.  Oscar  La- 
moureux,  who  taught  in  Connecticut  for  several  years, 
became  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  seven  and  eight 
in  place  of  Mrs.  Miilicent  Hackett  who  accepted  a posi- 
tion in  Freetown.  Miss  Emily  Dulak,  teacher  of  grades 
live  and  six,  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Anne  Rusconi  of 
Taunton  who  has  had  teaching  experience  in  Dighton 
and  Taunton.  Next  September  we  shall  need  an  addi- 
tional teacher  to  take  care  of  the  increasing  enroll- 
ment. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  an  enrollment  of  210 
pupils  at  the  Berkley  Grammar  School.  With  a gradu- 
ating class  of  only  15  students  and  an  estimated  enter- 
ing class  of  at  least  thirty  we  shall  have  a September 
1954  enrollment  of  at  least  225.  When  we  consider  that 
the  average  number  of  pupils  in  the  first  four  grades 
is  31  and  that  this  trend  toward  larger  numbers  is  likely 
to  continue  we  may  expect  that  there  will  be  an  enroll- 
ment of  250  students  in  September  of  1957. 

The  school  committee  is  requesting  a sum  of  money 
for  constructing  and  equiping  an  additional  classroom 
in  the  basement  for  use  in  September  of  1954.  The  fol- 
lowing year  we  shall  need  still  another  classroom  in  the 
basement.  The  department  of  public  safety  gives  tem- 
porary approval  for  the  use  of  this  space  even  though 
it  would  generally  be  regarded  as  sub-standard  for 
classroom  purposes. 

With  the  additional  room  we  shall  be  able  to  main- 
tain single  grades  in  five  of  the  rooms.  When  provi- 
sions are  made  for  facilities  for  an  eighth  classroom  the 
highly  undesirable  double  grade  situation  will  be  en- 
tirely eliminated. 
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Building  and  Grounds 

Even  though  we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  steps 
have  been  taken  to  provide  an  increased  water  supply 
at  the  school  we  must  again  emphasize  the  seriousness 
of  the  problem.  The  health  of  the  Berkley  children  is 
being  jeopardized  because  of  the  necessity  of  having 
to  conserve  water  by  permitting  facal  matter  to  lie  in 
the  toilet  bowls  until  it  can  be  taken  care  of  by  only  one 
flushing  and  by  having  the  automatic  urinal  flushes  in- 
operable. 

New  shades  were  purchased  to  replace  those  in 
the  eighth  grade  room.  The  old  unsanitary  toilet  seats 
were  replaced  with  solid  plastic  ones.  Liquid  type  soap 
dispensers  were  purchased  to  replace  the  worn  out,  un- 
satisfactory bar  soap  type. 

The  proposed  new  room  in  the  basement  will  re- 
quire a partition  on  two  sides,  sound  proofing  between 
the  rafters,  an  acoustical  tile  ceiling,  an  asphalt  tile 
floor,  and  fluorescent  lights.  To  secure  maximum  day- 
light, Venetian  blinds  should  be  used,  but  artificial 
lighting  will  be  necessary  at  all  times  in  part  of  the 
room.  The  covering  of  the  rough  concrete  and  brick 
walls  is  not  planned  for  in  the  appropriation  requested 
but  a general  painting  will  be  required.  Chalkboard, 
chalk  tray,  bulletin  boards,  and  a teacher's  desk  and 
chair,  as  well  as  miscellaneous  items  will  be  needed. 

In  order  to  provide  still  another  classroom  in  the 
basement  we  shall  need  the  above  changes  but  in  addi- 
tion we  shall  have  to  break  through  the  West  wall  to 
install  windows  in  the  window  well  that  was  built  in 
the  original  construction. 

Conclusion 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  school 
personnel,  the  School  Committee,  the  town  officials,  the 
parents,  and  the  townspeople  in  general  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  cooperation.  Only  by  working  to- 
gether in  a spirit  of  understanding  and  good  will  can 
we  offer  to  the  boys  and  girls  the  kind  of  education  that 
they  rightly  deserve.  Only  in  an  atmosphere  untroubled 
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by  petty  bickering  and  petty  criticism  can  the  people 
you  have  employed  to  teach  your  children  do  their  best 
work.  May  the  next  year  be  as  successful  as  that  of 
1953.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe : 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as 
school  nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

The  outline  of  the  health  program  is  about  the 
same  each  year:  clinics,  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and 
Pure  Tone  Hearing  Test,  head  inspections,  weighing 
and  measuring,  annual  physical  examination  of  all  chil- 
dren, conferences  with  teachers  and  State  workers,  at- 
tendance at  Public  Health  meetings  throughout  the 
year,  home  visits  and  conferences  with  parents  regard- 
ing health  problems. 

An  important  function  of  the  health  program  is 
first-aid  treatment.  Pupils  are  taught  the  importance 
of  immediate  treatment  and  the  results  of  failure  to 
have  small  cuts  and  scratches  cared  for  at  once. 

Clinics  held  during  the  year: 

Diphtheria  Protection  Clinic  — Total  number  of 
school  children  inoculated  against  diphtheria  and  teta- 
nus was  25.  Total  number  of  pre-school  children  inocu- 
lated against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough 
was  3.  Total  number  of  booster  doses  was  15. 

Pre-school  Clinic  — Total  number  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  was  19. 
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Dental  Clinic  — Dr.  Israel  Helfand’s  report  shows 
this  to  have  been  a success.  Mrs.  Arnold  Perry  had 
charge  of  the  transportation  for  the  children  to  this 
clinic  and  we  wish  to  thank  her  and  her  committee  for 
their  help. 

In  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Massachusetts  Vision  and  Pure  Tone  Hearing 
tests  were  given.  Total  number  of  children  tested  via 
the  Mass.  Vision  Test — 196.  Total  number  of  children 
who  failed  the  test — 38.  Of  these  children  who  failed, 
25  have  been  examined  by  an  eye  specialist,  21  are  re- 
ceiving the  necessary  treatment  or  glasses. 

Total  number  of  children  tested  via  the  Pure  Tone 
Hearing  Test  was  119.  Out  of  this  total  of  119,  the  final 
results  showed  only  3 needing  treatment. 

Dr.  Charles  M.  Souza,  School  Physician,  has  ex- 
amined all  children.  Results  of  these  appraisals  were 
recorded  and  parents  notified  of  defects  needing  atten- 
tion. The  facilities  for  washing  hands  in  both  the  boys 
and  girls  basements  are  inadequate.  There  is  one  wash 
bowl  for  the  girls  and  one  for  the  boys.  We  teach  the 
children  cleanliness  and  the  importance  of  clean  hands 
before  eating,  but  if  we  do  not  provide  the  necessary 
equipment  our  teaching  is  in  vain. 

I would  like  to  recommend  additional  sinks  with 
faucets  for  both  hot  and  cold  water. 

The  Woman’s  Club  is  still  maintaining  a fund  of 
$50.00  to  be  used  for  urgent  needs.  Two  children  were 
taken  to  the  dentist.  There  are  several  children  who 
need  care  and  I plan  to  focus  my  attention  on  these 
problems  before  school  closes  in  June. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given 
me  such  courteous  cooperation  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  CLINIC

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe : 

This  is  the  annual  report  of  the  dental  clinic  serv- 
ing the  Berkley  Grammar  School.  The  term  started 
May,  8 1953  and  ended  December  4,  1953.  This  is 
equal  to  19  visits  to  the  dental  clinic.  A total  of  26 
patients  were  seen  in  the  clinic.  The  total  number  of 
operations  was  96.  Breaking  this  down  into  the  various 
services  rendered  we  accomplished  this: 

27  extractions  of  teeth  including  odontecto- 
mies  (surgical  removal  with  sutures) 

10  Prophylaxes  (cleaning) 

39  Amalgan  (silver)  fillings 
18  Porcelain  fillings 

2 pulp  cappings  in  which  the  nerves  were 
exposed  requiring  special  care  as  treat- 
ment. 


96 

Of  the  total  39  silver  fillings  and  18  porcelain  fill- 
ings, there  were  57  fillings  requiring  bases  to  protect 
the  pulps  because  of  the  depth  of  the  cavities.  This  is 
73.6%  of  the  total  number  of  fillings. 

The  clinic  has  had  a very  successful  year  in  which 
a great  amount  of  work  was  accomplished,  and  dental 
care  was  rendered  to  those  who  may  never  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  visiting  a dentist.
